Pruning Apricots 


The time of pruning apricots depends 


upon the age of the tree and the local 
climate. 
In the cooler 
parts of the 


.State, where growth is moderate, or 
even in the hotter parts of the state, 
if;moisture is scant ar.d growth re- 
:luced by jthis lack, young apricots 
should be pruned after the leaves have 
fallen, for this process promotes wood 
growth. 
Where heat and moisture are 


ample and growth riotous, overgrowth 
an bo checked and good form quickly 
secured by summer pruning, followed 
ay thinning out of shoots after the 
eaves fall, so that the tree may not 
Become too dense or bushy. 
In your 


listrict we should rely upon winter 
iruning of young trees. Benring apri- 
cot trees everywhere can be best prun- 
ed just after the fruit is gathered. 
This checks excessive wood growth, 
which is not desirable in a bearing 
tree, and it promotes bearing, which, 
with some varieties, is very desirable. 
But pruning just after fruit eathering 
is most desirable in the state where 
growth 
!H greatest, and in the Coast 


region some growers rely upon winter 
pruning for both young and bearing 
trees. 
Recently, however, even near 


thu coast, summer pruning of bearing 
trees 1ms become a wide practice, and 
we believe it the beat course. Fall 
pruning of apricots after the leaves be- 
gin to droop is perfectly admissible. It 
is a hastening of 
winter' pruning, 


which does not injure the tree and is 
desirable because the days are longer, 
the ground dry and the work can be 
done at leas cost. 
Spring pruning ol 


trees 
which have 
been 
neglected 


through the winter is better than to 
allow the trees to overbear and pro- 
duce a mnss ot small fruit. 
At this 


time of the year much hand-trimming 
can be avoided by pruning out surplus 
shoots and by shortening those whicl 
are setting too much for their strength 
Thus it appears that you can prune the 
bearing apriuot at almost any time o 
the year—it submits very gracefully to 
the maxim of some old horticulturists 
that "the time to prune ia when your 
knife is sharp."—Pacific Rural Press.

CRUDE OIL FOR FUEL 


Washingtoniaos Are Preparing to Sub- 


stitute Oil for Coal 


The people of Washington are gener- 


allv turning to oil ns a substitute for 
coal. 
It. is already being used by 


thousands|for heating|and cooking, and 
many more are preparing to use it 
through the winter. 


The custodian of the great state, war 


and navy building has been looking 
into the advisability of putting in oil 
burners, but he was informed by the 
agent of the Standard Oil 
company 


there and in New York that it would 
be impossible to furnish him with oil 
in the quantities desired, and they 
could not take up the matter until 
after the coal strike was settled. But 
in the general retail trade there does 
not seem to be any trouble getting; 
what is needed. 
All the retail hard- 


ware men report the sale of oil heaters 
as fast as they can replenish their 
stocks. 
The agents for oil burning 


dervices have more call for their goods 


than they can meet, And they report 
their factories working hight and day. 


The United States patent office re- 


ports a very great increase in the num- 
ber of applications for patents on oil 
burning devices. Many of the poor peo- 
ple are using the crude devices for 
burning oil, such as porous brick soak- 
ed in kerosene and placed in the stove. 
! Washington is calculated to take to 
oil burning more quickly than some 
others. It is also likely to feel the 
coal famine more than others. 
Most 


people buy coal in small amounts, and 
this pinch has found the bins quite 
empty.

arily responsible. The appellate judge 
In reviewing the case did not see It 
In that way. 
He said: 
"The facts 


shown are sufficient to condemn the 
habit of so-called 'horse-play' between 
grown men. Tbe defense relied upon 
has been many times tersely expressed 
by younger people In the phrase, 'I 
didn't mean to.' Plaintiff was Injured 
through no fault of his own. Ills right 
to be secure In person was violated. 
The appellant was responsible therefor. 
His act was tbe primary cause of tbe 
plaintiff's injury." It was further said 
that the recklessness and total disre- 
gard of consequences displayed by tbe 
defendant Implied legal malice and a 
determination to inflict the Injuries for 
which tho suit 
had 
been brought. 


There was a constructive intent to com- 
mit Injury. The Injured person had a 
right to bo on the street in peace and 
• 


safety. 
Tills right was violated nnd 


there was no excuse. 
In view of the 


minor morals Involved tills case is of 
great Interest. It should be a warning 
against tin' uverstri'iiuousiioss of vio- 
lent friendship.

A special from 
Blackfoot, Idaho, 


says that the land office at that place 
has rendered a deciscion in the case of 
Poirrie Delmas of Butte, Mont. The 
plaintiff sought the possession of a 
piece of land on Fort Hall Indian 
reservation, recently thrown open by 
the government, on the ground that he 
was the flrst to place foot on the ground 
following the opening of the reserva- 
tion. The decision is against Delmas, 
as it was held that the presence of 
the tract of land in question was not 
necessary, as a knowledge of the land 
in question was all that was necessary 
to file and trive a valid title. The con- 
tester of Delmas' claim did not take 
the trouble of participating in the wild 
scramble at the opening of the reserva- 
tion, but immediately after filed his 
location in the land office. 


The decision of the land office is 


based upon the fact that there was no 
so-called "sooner clause" in the throw- 
ing open of Indian lands. 


Accordingjto the action of the land 


office the mad rush made for the new 
lands was practically useless. Many 
filings were made by "sooners," and 
it is believed extended litigation will 
follow the finding of the land office.
